From Prince Eugene of Savoy’s Camp at Treviglio, 
Auguft 19. 


Rince Eugene having fent a Relation to 
Vienna and other Courts as alfo to the 
Duke of Marlborough of the Battle fought 
the 16th Inftanc between us and the E- 
nemy, we refer to it; only adding, that 
among the Enemy’s Troops that being beaten 
from their Ground ran invo the Adda, were 2 Re- 
giments of Horfe, many Officers and Soldiers of 
which were drown’d ; and our Men took up 3 of 
their Standards that were floating in the River. We 
compute the Enemy’s Lofs in this Action at 6000 
Men, we have buried one of their Lieutenant Gene- 
als. On our fide about 2000 Men were kill’d or 
wounded, the greateft part by the Fire the Enemy 
made from the Caftie of Cafflano, The Prince of 
Wirtemberg is wounded in the Foot, the Count of 
Reventian in his Right Arm, and the Prince of Lor- 
rain in the Cheek. The Count de Traun is alfo 
wounded, as are the Colonels Kate and Heyndel a- 
mong others. The Prince of Anhalt, who com- 
mands the Pruffian Auxiliaries, is indifpos’d. General 
Bibra is dead at Bergamo of a Collick and Feaver. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sept. 3. 
Bergamo, Aug. 22. Among other particulars tranf- 
mitrea to us of the Battle fought at Agnadelo the 
16th Inftant, we learn, that of the Imperialifts the 
Count of Leiningen, 5 Lieutenant Colonels, 18 Cap- 
tains, and 70 Subaltern Officers were kiil’d; that 
fince the Action the Imperial Army having been mu- 
fter'd, ic appears they loft but 2456 Men kill'd or 
taken Prifoners. They took Prifoners from the E- 
nemy, 2 Brigadiers,' 3 Golonels, feveral other Offi- 
cers; and 573 Soldiers) The 20th Te Deum was 
fung and a tripple Difcharge of Artillery and {mall 
Arms was made, for this Advantage, in Prince Eu- 
gene’s Camp. The French have made like Rejoy- 
cings at Milan, but not in their Camp yet. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sept. 3. 
Milan, Auguft 22. The Duke of Vendome has 
fent for 5000 Men of the Troops in Piemont, to 
come and reinforce his Army : In the mean time he 
has given Direction for feveral Pofts along the Adda 
to be fortified with all Expedition ; and has caus’d 
the Bridge he had at Caffano to be carried down the 
River to Travaffano. At the going away of this 
Poft, we hear great firing of Artillery towards the 
Adda. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dared Sept. 4. 
Paris, Aug. 28. By the Relations fent in private 
Letters from the Army in Italy, of the late Battle 
fought at Agnadelo, it appears, that of the Irith Re- 
giment of Galmoy 40 Offcers were kill’d or weun- 
ded. Tis alfo confirm’d that the Marquis de Vau- 
dray, Monfieur de Mauriac, the Chevalier de Four- 
bin, MonGeur de Chaumont, and fome others were 
kill’d. Meffieurs de Guerchois and de Mirabeau, 
were wounded and taken Prifoners. Monfieur de 


Praflin was dangeroufly wounded. The King has 
made the Lieutenant Collonel of the Irifh Regiment 


of Galmoy a Brigadier, for diftinguifhing himfelf e- 


minently in the Battle. The Trumpeter the Duke 
of Vendome fent to Prince Eugene, to compliment 
him on his Wound, reported at his Return, iba he 
found him in his Night-gown facing in an Bibow- 
Chair, with one Leg upon a low Stool betire him ; 
and that his Chirurgeon was taking off the fi Drel- 
fing of his Wound in his Neck or Head. Lh. Re- 
port continues that we took 3 Piecesof Carnou trom 
the Enemy ; burthe 45 Colours firft given our to 
have been takeu, are reduc’d to 7, . 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 1.

From the Paris Gazette, dared Sept. 5. 

Venice, Anguft 15. Lecters from Bretcia advife, 
that there had pafs’d by that Place $2 Waggons to- 
gether, with fick and wounded Men inthem, in their 
Way toSalo, whence the Men are be traviported 
to Riva in the Trentin ac rhe Eud of che Like of 
Garda: i hat fome more Waggons wiih tich Men in 
them pafs’d by there ; that there are a great Num- 
ber of fick and wounded in Palazzuolo, wicre every 
Day feveraldye: And that a great many Scldi- 
ers oi the Imperial Army are fallen fick, by Keaton 
of the unwholefome Air of the Places they are en- 
camp'’din. Prince Eugene has {ent his beavy Bag- 
gage, and part of his Artiliery ro Palazzuoio which 
he has order’d to be fortified: Which gives Gound 
to believe he is preparing to march co execut: {owe 
Enterprize. ‘Tis written likewife from Bergamo, 
that Prince Eugene will march very fuddenly ; rhar 
he had demanded of the Territories of Crema and 
Bergamo 200 Waggons with Oxen to draw them, 
and that he has fent to Tirol and the Trentin for 4 
or 5000 Men that were left there, to reinforce his 
Army. 200 French Huffars being advane’d to Ron- 
-cadello near Brefcia, feiz’d and carried off fome Sut- 
lers ; and with them 2 Natives of the Breffan, who 
were buying up Barley and Oats for the Imperial 
Army, and whom the Huffars carried to Caftiglione 
delle Stivere. A Courier who arriv’d the 13th in the 
Morning reported, that Prince Eugene began to 
march agen the 1oth, towards the Adda, and that 
the Duke of Vendome was likewife in Motion. 


“ From the Camp at Tirlemont, Aug. 31. On Pri- 

* day laft the Army and Artillery were drawn out,

pected from Maeftricht on Thurfday or Friday. 


In the mean Time we thall begin to break Ground 
this Night, and if the Weather continue fair, "tis 
hop'd the Place will not be able ro hold out many 
Days. The Garrifon which conlits of 500 Men, 
are carrying their Ammunitiun and Provitions into 
the Caftle,where they Defign to make theirlaft Re- 
treat. The Enemy continue on the other fide of 
‘ the Dyle, having ftretch’d out their Camp near to 
Louvain. 

< From the Camp at Tirlemont, Sept. 3. On Tuel- 
day Morning the Artillery to be employ’d in the 
Siege of Leeuwe fet out from Maeftricht, and 
riv'd this Afternoon before the Place ; contitting of 
‘ +6 rwenty four Pounders, befides the 4 that we:

Rivening the Goveracer feat out a Lecter to Mor-

* might capiralate for the Towa, to prevent i's be- 
‘ing burnt; bur ic was fo late, we do not yet 
‘know what Anfwer he has return'd. Yefterday 
‘ the Duke of Marlborough review'd the Army. Ye- 
« fterday in the Afcerncon his Grace receiv’d an Ac- 
¢ count from Frankfort, that Prince Lewis of Baden 
had on the 28th psf fore'd ihe Lincsof Haguenau, 


with very litle Lofs. 

‘ From the Camp at Tirlemont, Sept. 7. On Fri- 
* day the Governour of Leeuwe lent outa Major to 
‘ Lieutenant General Dedem, with Propofals upon 
‘ which he was willing to farrender the Place, who 
© recurning with the Licutenant General’s Anfwer, 
‘ that he could admit of uo other Terms than the 
‘ Garrifon’s being made Prifoners of War, the Go- 
« yernour accepted the fame on Condition the Offi- 
‘ cers might march out with their Swords and fave 
« their Baggage : Which being communicated to the 
* Duke of Marlborough the States Deputies and

with agreat Number of Bombs, 10000 Grenadoes, 
sco Barrels of Powder, 6000 Tools, 2000 Muf- 
quets, 100 Barrels of Mufquet-thor, and 1800 
Sacks of Meal, befides other Provifions and U:en- 
fils. This Evening a tripple Difcharge was made 
of the Artillery and fimall Arms for the Prince of 
* Baden’s Succes in paling the Lines of Haguenau. 
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Ed’.burg, Augut 29. The Act and Commidion 
fora Treaty with the Kingdom of England read, 
and after a !ong Debate thereon, the further Confi- 
deration thereof was delay’d till the next Sederunt.
